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BRIEF HISTORICAL STATEMENT. 


ORIGIN. 


The Religious Education Association was organized by 
the Convention for Religious and Moral Education, which met 
in Chicago on Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thursday, February 
10-12, 1903. The movement began with the desire of leading 
Sunday-school workers for improved educational methods 
and materials; it grew into a consciousness of the need of 
extending and improving the agencies and plans for religious 
instruction. In October, 1902, the movement received the 
formal indorsement of more than four hundred eminent rep- 
resentatives of religion and education throughout the United 
States and Canada. 

The Call for the Convention was voted by the Senate of 
the Council of Seventy, on recommendation of a large major- 
ity of the Council, at a meeting held October 13, 1902. 

A General Committee, appointed by the Senate of the 
Council, developed the plans for the convention, the comple- 
tion of which was the work of special committees consisting 
of about two hundred persons. The Association was incor- 
porated under the laws of the State of Illinois, in 1903. 


CONVENTIONS. 


The first convention met in Chicago, February 10-12, 
1903. It was largely attended and attracted attention every- 
where. 

The proceedings of the first convention were published 
in a volume of 420 pages. 

The second convention met in Philadelphia, March 2-4, 
1904. The proceedings were published in a volume of 640 
pages, entitled “The Bible in Practical Life.” 

Since then conventions have been held as folluws: Bos- 
ton, February, 1905, proceedings in volume, “The Aims of 
Religious Education”; Rochester, February, 1907, volume, 
“The Materials of Religious Education”; Washington, Febru- 
ary, 1908, volume, “Education and National Character”; Chi- 
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cago, February, 1909, proceedings in the magazine, “Reticious 
EpucaTion”; Nashville, March, 1910; Providence, R. L, Febru- 
ary, 1911; St. Louis, Mo., March, 1912. 


ACTIVITIES. 


The activities of the Association have been too broad and 
varied to be described in particular. Only the barest sum- 
mary can be given. 

Over 2,800 educators, ministers, Sunday school workers 
and others united in the work of the association. 

Published 5 volumes of reports, 6 volumes of the maga- 
zine “RELIGIOUS EDUCATION” and numerous pamphlets. 

Printed in all nearly 6,000 pages of new matter on reli- 
gious education. 

Circulated over 14,000 volumes, and over 160,000 pam- 
phlets on religious education. 





THE WORK OF THE DEPARTMENTS. 


The departments are simply the organized groups of the 
membership of. the Religious Education Association, each 
department representing some type of institution or form of 
work in religious and moral training. Members are free to 
co-operate with departments according to their own profes- 
sional and personal interest. The work of the departments 
would be forwarded if members would inform the central 
oflice of their desires as to the departments with which they 
wish to work. 

The departments carry on the general work of the As- 
sociation by— 

(1) Associating those who are interested in specific problems 
and in the work of the respective institutions together for 
mutual helpfulness, stimulus and co-operation 

(2) Conducting investigations and studies during the year. 

(3) Holding conferences for the careful study of special 
phases of their work. The conferences are usially held 
as a part of the program of the annual convention, but 
others may be and are held at other times. 

(4) Preparing special studies and gathering the ficts of im- 
portance regarding their own work for pubication in 

the Association’s magazine, RELiGious Epucamon. 
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(5) Increasing the constituencies of the departments by sec- 
uring amongst professional fellow-workers new members 
for the Association. Every department ought to have a 
plan of work for increasing the membership. 

(6) General co-operation with the Central Office, especially 
in answering the inquiries received at the Bureau of 
Information and in planning special lines of work.

The program as printed 
in advancewas carried through successfully and with interest 
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It is expected that the papers read at the meeting, on “The 
Current Aim of Human Life,” will be published soon in Relig- 
ious Education. An additional session, for the transaction of 
unfinished business, was held at 12:30 p. m. on March 14.

In accordance with the Constitution of the Council, the 
term of office expired for the following ten members: Messrs.

The Council appointed Rev. Henry F. Cope, D. D., Gen- 
eral Secretary of the Religious Education Association, to pre- 
pare the Annual Survey for 1913, upon the topic: “Progress in 
Moral and Religious Education During the Ten Years of the R. 
E. A., 1903-1913.” 


It was voted to hold one public program session of the R. 
E. A., under the auspices of the Council, at the Annual Conven- 
tion of the National Education Association to be held in Chi- 
cago on July 6-12, 1912. 


It was voted that the Council continue its study of the 
problem of Moral Education in the Public Schools, following 
up the New York Conference under the auspices of the Coun- 
cil a year ago, and the report of the Special Committee at the 
St. Louis meeting. Also, if the Executive Committee deem it 
best, that the main theme of the Council sessions at the next 
Annual Meeting, to be held in Cleveland, Ohio, in March, 1913, 
be some aspect of this subject. 


It was thought desirable that at some time in the near 
future the General Convention of the R. E. A. should meet at 
the same place as, and just preceding or simultaneously with, 
the Annual Meeting of the Depariment of Superintendence of 
the N. E. A., meeting annually in February, in order that the 
representatives of both national organizations may discuss to- 
gether the moral phases of public education. 

It was voted that a special committee of the Council be 
appointed to co-operate with the Executive Committee in plan- 
ning the consideration of the subject for the next annual 
meeting. This special committee will be duly egret by 
the Executive Committee.

At the Conference in Columbus, Mr. Cope presented an 
outline of activities and policy for this department, as follows: 

1. To study the problems of Association life and work 
from the religious educational point of view, securing the 
services of expert educators in the Association and especially 
seeking to work out plans of coordinating the educational 
work of the Christian Associations with other religious educa- 
tional agencies. ' 

2. A definite campaign of educating and informing 
leaders and workers in other agencies, as churches, Sunday 
schools, etc., regarding the plans and ideals of the Christian 
Associations. 
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3. Secure a place on the general program at the Annual 
Convention of the R. E. A., for a representative Association 
speaker. 

4. By a campaign for membership in the R. E. A. and 
for attendance at the R. E. A. Convention, to endeavor to 
stimulate and inform the Association brotherhood on the 
principles of religious education. 

The suggestion also was made that at the proper time a 
commission of perhaps twenty members might be appointed, 
who would be appointed from the general membership of the 
R. E. A., who would represent churches, schools, etc., and who 
would study the problem of the coordination of the Christian 
Associations in the local community.

Mr. Davies spoke of the progress of the 
work in the church at Winnetka. Mr. Boocock gave a report 
of the work of the First Presbyterian Church at Buffalo. A 
nominating committee was appointed: Messrs Erb, Barkley, 
Young. The motion was passed that this department should 
include educational secretaries. Meeting was then adjourned, 
until 4 o’cleck at the Jefferson Hotel. 

Meeting called to order at 4 o’clock. The report of the 
nominating committee was heard. Mr. Evans was suggested 
for chairman, Mr. Gates for secretary. It was moved and car- 
ried that the secretary cast the ballot for these men for office. 
Mr. Gates then resigned and his resignation was accepted. 
Mr. Hubble was elected secretary. Meeting adjourned.

In accordance with the call on page 26 of the authorized 
program of the Ninth General Convention of the R. E. A., for 
a conference of social workers, a group met at the First Con- 
gregational Church, office headquarters, at 2:15 p. m., March 
13, 1912. The following persons were present, as follows: 
Prof. C. M. Case, Oskaloosa, Iowa; George P. Knox, St. Louis, 
Missouri; Prof. George Sutherland, Grand Island, Nebraska; 
J. H. Sherrill, Pensacola, Florida; Rev. Q. L. Dowd, Roscoe, 
Illincis; Mrs. Nellie E. Dowd, Roscoe, Illinois; Prof. R. E. 
Hieronymus, Eureka, Illinois; J. W. Oliver, Webb City, Mis- 
souri; Prof. S. Z. Batten, De Moines, Iowa; O. J. Price, Lan- 
sing, Michigan; Dr. Henry F. Cope, Chicago; Dr. George 
T. Webb, Philadelphia; Abram Bowers, Chicago; Ralph W. 
Cooke, Chicago. 

Prof. Batten was elected chairman, O. J. Price, secretary. 
The chairman called for informal discussion on the question 
as to whether or not a department of social service should 
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be organized in the R. E. A. Mr. Dowd raised the question 
as to whether or not “social service” could be construed to 
include the problem of the rural church. Dr. Cope stated 
that the tendency seemed to be in the R. E. A. to organize 
the work around existing institutions, such as the church, 
home, and the college, etc., and it would be unfortunate to 
organize such a department as that contemplated above. 
Dr. Cope suggested that this group plan for a conference on 
social settlements at the Cleveland meeting in 1913, with the 
possibility in mind of organizing a department of social settle- 
ments. Dr. Webb then introduced the following resolution: 

“That we constitute ourselves a group to press social ideals 
and activity in the various departments of the R. E. A.; to 
effect the establishment of relationships between the R. E. 
A. and the social service commissions of the various denom- 
inations; also to call a conference or conferences of social 
settlement workers at the next convention of the R. E. A.” 

This resolution was adopted unanimously. 

On motion, the chairman of the conference was made 
the chairman of an executive committee of five to carry out 
the above resolution. The chairman was authorized to make 
the appointments. 

The committee, as named by Dr. Batten, was as follows: 
S. Z. Batten, chairman; R. E. Hieronymus, C. S. McFarland, 
0. J. Price, Raymond Robbins. 





THE CONVENTION IN 1913. 


The next convention, the Tenth General Convention of 
the Religious Education Association, is to be held in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, March 10th to 13th, 1913. This convention will 
mark the tenth anniversary of the organization of the Asso- 
ciation.

The headquarters of the Religious Education Association 
have recently moved to Rooms 1437-1439 in the new McCor- 
mick Building at 332 S. Michigan Avenue. Here, with splen- 
did light and convenient and ample room, the permanent 
exhibit has been installed. This exhibit now consists of: 

1. A library of over 3,500 books, consisting of works of 
reference, works of Bible study, on religious and moral edu- 
cation, text books suitable for classes in religion, in ethics, 
etc., and books especially devoted to the interests of the 
various departments. The text-book part of this library is 
of special value as showing the material now available for 
use in religious education in Sunday schools, etc. 

2. Lesson helps, text books, outline material and printed 
matter used in Sunday schools and similar institutions. This 
is intended to reflect both the general conditions, the material 
available and the latest and best methods. 
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3. Maps, charts, pictures and illustrated material avail- 
able and suitable for classes, etc. 

4, Examples of work done by pupils, especially in man- 
ual methods. 

5. Periodicals and general literature related to religious 
and moral education. 

All this material, with some other that it is not possible 
to classify exactly, is arranged so as to be easily inspected 
by any person interested. 

Many persons use this exhibit, and the appreciation of its 
value is growing. It is hoped that it will steadily develop in 
useful service. Its privileges are not confined to members 
of the association but any person interested in Religious and 
Moral Education, Sunday-school teachers, pastors, parents, 
general educators, any who meet the problems of religious 
education, or desire light upon them are invited te visit and 
use this exhibit as freely as they desire. 





REGARDING R. E. A. MEMBERSHIP. 


Membership in the Religious Education Association is not 
quite the same as membership in almost any other society. 
From the beginning the members of the R. E. A. have been 
bound together, not only by a peculiar and ideal aim, but 
by ties of service and sacrifice. Only a relatively small num- 
ber of persons is likely to appreciate the importance of relig- 
ious education and the need for united action for character 
development under spiritual ideals.
